HOW IS MPD RESPONDING? 

• M PD has shown a 59%increase in AchJt Arrest for AutoTheftm the first quarter of 
2017 over that of the same time frame in 2016. Raw number of AcUt Arrest for Auto 
Theft in 2Q17islQ2 compared to 64in2016. That equates to 38 mo re AckJt Arrest for 
Auto Theft n the first quarter of 2017over 2016. 

• M PD has shown an 81%increase in Juvenile Arrest forAuto Theft in the first quarter of 
2017 over that of the same time frame in 2016. Raw number of JuvenileArrest forAuto 
Theft'm 2017 is78 compared to 43 in 2016. That equates to 35 more Juvenile Arrest for 
Auto Theft in the first quarter of 2017over 2016 

• M PD has shown a 68%increase in Total Arrest forAutoTheftm the first quarter of 
2017over that of the same time frame in 2016. Raw number of Total Arrest for Auto 
Theft'm 2017 is 180 compared to 107 in 2016 That equates to 73more Total Arrest for 
AutoTheftm the first quarter of 2017over 2016 

• M PD makes a conscious effort among its Stations, Specialized Units, and Investigators to 
effectively communicate efforts in reducing M VTs. Among those efforts are a weekly 
dissemination of all Vehicle Recovery data. This report details maps, data, and Intel on all 
recovered vehicles within the city. The report list the station, ward, and location of 

the recovered vehicle; it list the vehicle year, make, model, color, and any strip or damage 
to the recovered vehicle. M ost importantly, the report also list the station, ward, and 
location of where the vehicle was stolen from. This is an excellent tool used to share data 
on vehicle that are stolen and allows officers the ability to patrol locations where vehicles 
are prong to be dropped off.
